MEMO to Readers 


Winter Racing and Sire Records 


Winter racing in California is making 
an interesting, early imprint on 1947 sire 
records. What influence these early marks 


_will have later in the year will be some- 


thing to watch. 


Large purses, many races confined to 
California-bred horses, an increased mem- 
ber of California-sired horses are among 
the factors giving western stallions a big 
jump in the 1947 race for sire honors. 
This impression was given a few days ago 
by a glance at the first two letters of the 
alphabet—stallions with names beginning 
with A and B. 

For instance, * Alibhai’s get won $44,550 
in January and his stock took another rise 
on the first day of February when On 
Trust won the Santa Maria Stakes. 
Through February 1 *Alibhai was the sire 
of the winners of $81,350. This is quite 
a sum for the first 32 days of the year. In 
a sire list published in THe BLoop-Horse 
in July, 1946, covering racing through 
July 11, *Alibhai was listed as the sire of 
the winners of $71,705. Thus on Feb. 1, 
1947. *Alibhai was ahead of his record of 
July 11, 1946. *Alibhai finished the year 
1946 with approximately $251,000 to his 
credit. How does his 1947 record to date 
compare with his final record for 1946? 
With only 9 per cent of the year gone, he 
had piled up through February 1 an 
amount equal to 32 per cent of his 1946 
total. 

These figures don’t prove anything, but 
they do indicate that the race for sire hon- 
ors in 1947 will be interesting and may 
include a number of new names in the 
top-flight section of the list. Tur BLoop- 
Horse probably will publish its first 1947 
sire list next month. This will give an 
interesting picture of how far the western 
influence has gone in the first two months 
of the year.

Racing Organizes for Showdown on Labor 


ABOR disturbances at American race tracks are a re- 
cent development. Until the last year or so, if a stable 
employee was dissatisfied with working conditions he regis- 
tered disapproval by quitting his job and joining another out- 
ft. Negotiations concerning wages, hours, and general 
working conditions were conducted on an individual basis— 
each groom or exercise boy made the best deal he could for 
himself, which usually was about the same deal other grooms 
and exercise boys in the same area were getting. 

The race track was an employers’ market. “Chere was 
an unofficial but effective wage scale, usually at the subsis- 
tence level, and a stable hand could take it or leave it. Never- 
theless those low wages bought skilled help and a very solid 
loyalty. A groom would be loyal to his horses even when 
he did not particularly respect the trainer or owner. 

But in late years a new spirit has caught American labor 
—even school teachers, if they properly can be called labor, 
are organizing to obtain higher wages—and it has been in- 
evitable that racing stable employees would, through some 
means, express the very human desire for adequate pay, satis- 
factory working conditions, reasonable job security in return 
for honest service, and recognition as entities. 

This sentiment of the backstretch workers has been 
catalyzed into active expression by the award or bonus svs- 
tem originally established to pacify grumbling stable hands 
whose working hours had been stretched out by twilight rac- 
ing at the Detroit track. First intended as a bonus for longer 
hours, it soon became an award for such ordinary duties as 
leading a horse to the paddock for a race. And from being 
abonus it became, in the eyes of the recipients, a prerogative, 
not unnatural progression. 

Whether or not there was general realization that the 
hand outstretched for the bonus could be clenched into a 
fist, there was for some time no seri- 
ous attempt to face the problem, or to 
face it down, depending on the en- 
lightenment of those paying out the 
Money, or of those who otherwise 
might be concerned.

record as being opposed to bonuses met short and almost 
angry shrift, and some of those in favor of the suggestion 
were privately called “meddlers.” ) 

Meanwhile, except for labor, racing was becoming “‘or- 
ganized.” The TRA was formed, with a nucleus of more 
than 30 tracks, and the HBPA gathered strength. ‘This - 
latter group, while by no means reflecting the wishes of all 
owners and trainers, or even a majority of them, had a sub- 
stantial membership and a forceful influence. In New Eng- 
land, particularly, it has developed to where it operates a 
closed shop—you belong to the HBPA, as one of its promin- 
ent members said recently, or you don’t get stalls. 

Between these two forces are the workmen of the back- 
stretch. “Though the TRA, the HBPA, and other elements 
by no means represent a united front, they have exercised a 
policy of ignoring labor so long as it was convenient or ex- 
pedient to do so. But labor is not content to be ignored, and 
judging from sporadic disturbances last year, when it seemed 
that bonuses would be withdrawn, and in the light of the 
strike at Hialeah Park this year, when they were withdrawn, 
a showdown may come. 

In this issue are presented two sides of the conflict, and 
it does seem to be shaping up as a conflict. Representing the 
management side of racing is John C. Clark, president of 
Hialeah Park and a director of Belmont Park. He is speak- 
ing only for Hialeah, and not for track management in gen- 
eral. “That Mr. Clark is quite aware of racing’s responsi- 
bilities to its workers, and that he has a firm view of his 
track’s share of this responsibility, is shown here. 

On labor’s side the principal spokesman is Clayton 
‘Trippy, president of the Exercise Riders and Grooms Asso- 
ciation of America, which is striving 
for recognition as a responsible labor

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The Romano Touch 


One of the pleasanter items of last week 
was a lunch with Orlando Azzalin Ro- 
mano. the former owner of the Australian 
crack Bernborough. recently sold to Louis 
B. Mayer and now en route across the 
southern seas for California. The sale of 
Bernborough was not originally planned. 
he said. but rather a by-product of his 
trip here. He is in the restaurant and 
hotel business in New South Wales, and 
he came over to study American methods 
for possible use at home. 


One of his first statements to one and 
all was that the climate in Australia was 
perfection itself, “like Nice and Monte 
Carlo all year round.” Australians are 
not noted for boasting of their climate 
(Ever hear of the willie-willie?—Eb.), but 
I presently remembered that Mr. Romano 
had spent some weeks in California. and 
had probably acquired the habit there. 
Something of a cosmopolitan now, he was 
born in Italy, at Padua, and knocked 
about over continental Europe and Eng- 
land before going to Australia about 25 
years ago. 

Racing in Australia is considerably 
more popular than it is here—that is, it 
draws much bigger crowds for the popula- 
tion of the land. But I gathered that it 
was somewhat more rough and ready than 
our brand, though this is not to be inter- 
preted as any criticism of the horses. The 
only American track Mr. Romano has seen 
yet is Santa Anita, and he was enchanted 
with it. “They asked me if I thought the 
track itself was better than Australian 
strips, and I had to say yes. It will get 
me in trouble.” In Australia, of course. 
the racing is on turf, and this can stand 
only short meetings. 

Maybe the reason Mr. Romano liked the 
Santa Anita track was that it was a rather 
makeshift device at Flemington which 
caused Bernborough to break down. A 
sandy worn path to the infield had been 
covered with turf in a rather perfunctory 
fashion, to keep horses from shying at it. 
he said, and it was a loose piece of turf 
which caused the bobble in which Bern- 
borough struck himself, injuring a sesa- 
moid. 


Pal Blooie 


The horse’s record is rather well known, 
even here, and it was published in full ex- 
tension in THE BLoop-Horse some weeks 
ago. He is, says the former owner, a very 
intelligent, willing horse, and though he 
did not win beyond 1%, miles there was 
nothing in the way he trained to indicate 
that a greater distance would have both- 
ered him. Beyond an extensive friendship 
with a stable dog named Little Blooie, he 
had no stable peculiarities.

He is a big horse. standing 17.1. and 
Mr. Romano thought that Australian 
horses average bigger than ours. He 
guessed the average at from 16.2 to 16.3, 
but admitted he was just guessing from his 
own observation, without statistics. The 
average here cannot be much more than 
16. In a booklet on Bernborough. pub- 
lished by the Australian Daily Telegraph, 
there is an interesting comparison of the 
measurements of Bernborough with those 
of *Phar Lap and Ajax. considered the 
best of his recent predecessors. He 
matches *Phar Lap almost exactly. except 
that *Phar Lap was an inch longer from

hip to hock and two inches bigger in the 
girth. 

Mr. Romano has a stable of about 14 
horses, including two 2-year-olds of which 
he holds high hopes. They were, he says, 
the two highest-priced yearlings in the 
Australian sales, and apparently are 
among the best. One is the filly Lady 
Ajax, which has won two races, and the 
other is a colt named Caruso, which has 
been second once. 

“He’s quite mad.” said Mr. Romano, 
using an expression which on the Aus- 
tralian Turf means something like erratic. 
“He runs all over the course, in and out. 
But he seems to be getting better.” 


Blinkers ? ? 


Of course he had tried blinkers on 
Caruso? “No,” he said. “We don’t use 
them. I’m going to take a few sets back 
with me and see what they do.” 

Did he mean that blinkers weren't used 
at all in Australia? That's what he meant, 
and a hasty consultation of all the pic- 
tures he had—and he had a good many— 
showed never a horse with a hood of any 
sort. Was there a rule against them? Mr. 
Romano didn’t know, hadn't thought about 
it until he came here and saw at least 
three-fourths of our horses running in 
blinkers. 

Bernborough’s immediate agenda, once 
he has landed. consists of a parade at 
Santa Anita. assuming he is not limping 


who have booked mares to him in Ken- 
tucky. The breeding season has begun.) 


August and January 


If Bernborough does well here. Mr. 
Romano thinks he'll boom the Australian 
horse market. The purses Down Under 
aren't very high, compared with those in 
America, and prices aren’t high either, as 
a result. So he feels, even despite the 
cost of shipping horses from Australia, 
American breeders and owners could buy 
more cheaply there than anywhere else. 

He hopes to bring Lady Ajax and 
Caruso over next winter and race them at 
Santa Anita. If he does. he will be taking 
a bit the worst of it, because they will be 
3-year-olds according to Australian stand- 
ards and 4-year-olds here. Of course this 
factor can be taken care of in handicaps, 
without any particular rules, but this sit- 
uation still leaves an owner from. the 
Southern Hemisphere at the mercy of the 
racing secretary. 

The universal horse birthday in Aus 
tralia is August 1, and it has been sug: 
gested here before that our weight scale 
might profitably be adjusted to give a fair 
chance to horses which, against others of 
their official age, are giving away six 
months. I am glad to say that the Amer- 
ican Turf has never shown any indication 
of chauvinism, and I do not believe there 
would be any serious objection to giving 
foreign horses a fair shake of the dice.

Harry Plant, who trained Bernborough 
for his 15 suecessive wins in his races in 
sydney, Brisbane, and Melbourne, made 
aspecial trip from Sydney to put the horse 
on the boat and he will accompany him 
on the voyage across the Pacific. This is 
expected to last about 17 days as the ves- 
sel will not stop at any other ports after 
leaving New Zealand. Plant is a good 
trainer and, being easy to get on with, 
will be popular in America.. 

Both his former owner, A. O. Romano, 
and L. B. Mayer, who purchased the horse 
on behalf of his brother Jerry, will be at 
the port at which the ship will berth in 
the States. 

Plant told me before the boat left that

he would fly back from America in time 
to be in Sydney at Easter for the big rac- 
ing at Randwick as well as the Sydney 
yearling sales.

“We Had Intended to Pay Then Bat... 


“It was not our intention to force this 
issue at Hialeah Park.” John C. Clark ex- 
plained in reviewing the background of 
the strike of grooms and exercise boys at 
the Florida track. 

“The TRA twice had unanimously taken 
a stand against bonuses and awards at its 
annual meetings. yet we had intended to 
pay them at Hialeah. But the Federal 
Department of Internal Revenue asked us 
to state how the matter of the social se- 
curity tax was going to be handled in con- 
nection with the bonuses, which once more 
brought us up against the fact that we 
were paying men who weren't working for 
us. 

“We called in some horsemen—there 
were about 25 in the first group—and 
asked for their views on the bonus system. 
They requested that bonuses be discon- 
tinued. For one thing. they had a feeling 
that the payment of bonuses by the tracks 
had caused them to lose a certain amount 
of co-operation from their stable help. 
The larger stables, with plenty of horses to 
race. had no trouble in obtaining grooms 
and exercise boys. but the smaller stables 
were at a disadvantage. It had reached 
the point where some of the help was de- 
manding a certain monthly salary. plus a 
guarantee of so many starters. 

“This was an undesirable state of af- 
fairs. but in addition to that the tracks 
were in the position of paying other peo- 
ple’s help. and we felt that we were los- 
ing the good will of owners and trainers. 
Furthermore. if you pay out money in 
awards, it has to be taken out of purses. 
If vou have just so much cloth to cut a 
suit out of. what is used for one part of 
the suit can’t also be used for another part. 
It seemed to us to be most desirable to 
distribute money in the form of purses. 
To do otherwise would be contrary to the 
best interests of owners. trainers. jockeys. 
and everyone else in between. 

“Our regret is that the decision not to 
pay awards had to be made so abruptly, 
after the men were in the area, but the 
time of paying the other fellow’s help. par- 
ticularly if he requests you not to do it, is 
over. We were supported in our stand by 
the horsemen, who at one meeting voted 
197 to 29 against the payment of minimum 
wages, and otherwise expressed a_prefer- 
ence for dealing with their own employees 
as individuals. 

“On the whole, the strike was quite or- 
derly. About 90 per cent of the grooms 
and exercise boys were not at work for a 
day and a half or two days, but by the 
third or fourth day they were filtering 


back, and after five or six days 90 per 
cent of them were back at work. 

“However, even if all tracks discontinue 
bonus payments, it is incumbent upon us. 
and it should be the desire and intent of 
the managements, to bring about an ad- 
justment of working, eating, and compen- 
sation conditions. Racing is a mutual un- 
dertaking, and the moment one section of 
it crowds too hard, it is at the expense of 
the others. 


“Hialeah intends, as part of its respon- 
sibility, to offer improved restaurant fa- 
cilities in the stable area, and will con- 
struct recreation buildings and swimming 
pools for the grooms and exercise boys. 

“L believe that racing is doing as much 
to meet its problems as any industry. Col- 
lectively it stacks up very well with sports 
and industry in general. I see an under- 
lying intent. almost an eagerness, on the 
part of associations to improve racing.”

“We Never Were Farther Apart” 


“The boys.” said Clayton Trippy, “are 
under the general impression that Hialeah 
took aim at them because Florida labor 
laws are written to favor management. 
There is very little a working man can do 
in either Florida or Georgia in case of 
differences between labor and manage- 
ment. Personally I think Mr. Clark is a 
man of courage. I admire him as a man 
of character and principle, but a certain 
trainers’ group”—which he later identified 
as the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protec- 
tive Association—“is behaving like an 
ostrich, trying to ignore the conditions 
that brought on the strike. 


“Here’s the thing—as a migratory work- 
er, you take an awful beating, especially 
in places like Miami and Saratoga, where 
prices are away out of reason. Many of 
the trainers and owners are complaining 
that their stables are racing at a loss and 
that they can’t afford higher wages, so the 
grooms and exercise boys turn to the rac- 
ing associations for the bonus. You have 
to have eating money. 

“Some of the grooms at Hialeah are paid 
as little as $125 a month, and we don’t 
want to go back to the old days when a 
man had to work for $80 or $90 a month. 
Once they start slicing wages, they'll go 
back fast. And as Pope Pius said, if you 
hire a man and don’t pay him enough to 
sustain life, that is a crime. 


“When we met with the committee of 
owners and trainers and asked for mini- 
mum wages of $300 for exercise boys and 
$275 for grooms, we were just trying to 
bargain, but they wouldn’t bargain with 
us. We set those figures so we’d have 
something to work from. But the men 
are entitled to a wage that will enable 
them to live decently, and if certain sta- 
bles can’t afford to pay that much, then 
they don’t belong on the major tracks. 


Rather Be Independent 


“We have been quite willing to talk this 
thing-over, but if the boys are put under 
pressure they will retaliate by joining a 
labor union. We. would rather have our 
own independent. organization. but . since 
we can’t get recognition from the people 
we've been trying to deal with. we'll have 
to affiliate with organized labor. 

“One of the troubles is that owners and 
trainers always think of themselves as be- 
ng members of a group, and they think 
of the guys on the back side, if they think 
of them at all, as a separate group in- 


stead of as another part of racing as a 
whole.

“Here’s a scoop for you—soon we will 
have an outright charter for the Thorough- 
bred Workers’ Guild, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. As I said. we would 
rather have formed an independent union, 
but we got nowhere with it.” 

About the proposals the guild would 
make, neither Trippy nor Tommy Bolog- 
nese, the treasurer and acting secretary 
of the Exercise Riders and Grooms Asso- 
ciation, felt competent to comment with 
any finality. “The details will have to be 
worked out by the members. In general. 
we would want a minimum wage. Maybe 
there would be one minimum for the ma- 
jor tracks, and another one for the smaller 
tracks. We haven't tried to get any mem- 
bers at small tracks, but the wage scale 
probably would be adjusted to the type of 
racing and the size of the purses.” 

Neither of the men had anything to say 
about a closed shop, stating that this ques- 
tion also would be up to the guild mem- 
bers. “But there will be no racial dis- 
crimination, and we will attempt to estab- 
lish seniority and set up other conditions. 
It might be that the guild regulations 
would call for a groom and an exercise 
boy for every three horses, making allow- 
ances for crippled horses that weren't 
ready to race. 


Boys Would be Reasonahle 


“It is possible that the scale of pay we 
would ask might cause an increase in the 
cost of keeping a horse in training, but 
this would affect mostly the cheap train- 
ers. Some of them are nothing but touts 
anyway. These chiselers would be elim- 


inated, but no hardship would be worked 
on the others.” 

Questioned as to whether the wage scale 
would be adjustable if racing’s prosperity 
should wane, Trippy said: “I think the 
boys would be reasonable when living 
down. | know the old boys 
would. and they are the ones we are most 
interested in.”

If through unionization the grooms, ex- 
ercise boys. and hot-walkers (who also 
figure into the picture) gain certain con- 
cessions from owners and trainers, what 
would be given in return? 

Trippy and Bolegnese agreed that: 


(1) Chronic drunks and other unde- 
sirables would be eliminated from the 
union. Their cards would be taken up. 


“That’s a lot of power,” Trippy admitted, 
“but at the same time, if a groom or a 
boy stays drunk he has committed a crime. 
There would be a procedure for taking up 
a card.” 

(2) Trainers would have the right to 
discharge incompetent workers belonging 
to the union. There would be no retali- 
ation or trouble if the union was satisfied 
that the trainer was justified. 

(3) Membership qualifications would: 
be established. There probably would be 
a wage scale graduated according to the 
ability of the workers. Five years’ experi- 
ence probably would qualify a man for 
the top bracket. 

Trippy and Bolognese also agreed that 
the most important problem involving rac- 
ing and the back stretch was the matter 
of adequate wages. scaled according to 
living expenses and the competence of the 
workman. “And after wages, it’s a toss- 
up between decent living quarters and 
good food at a reasonable price in the 
track kitchen.” 

Trippy. 37 years old and married, has 
one child. He is a native of Texas but 
was reared in Oklahoma. He broke his 
maiden as a race rider in 1925, he says.

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South Africa’s 
Great Sprinter 


The following memorandum con- 
cerning South Africas champion 
short-distance horse was extracted 
from a letter written by his breeder, 
G. Wyrley-Birch, to the editor of THe 
BLoop-Horse. 


Some kind friend has ordered your ex- 
cellent publication to be sent to me. I find 
it most interesting as | have been breeding 
Thoroughbreds myself on a small scale in 
this country for over 20 years. 

It is difficult to compare the horses of 
one country with those of another, but 1 
should think our best are not nearly as 
good as yours in America. However, we 
do breed a few good ones and one of these, 
Gambut. is shortly leaving South Africa 
for England to try conclusions with the 
best sprinters there. Gambut is said to 
be leaving by air and will be the first 
horse to do so. 

This horse has put up some extraordi- 
nary performances in South Africa over 
five and six furlongs. carrying as much as 
158 pounds. He is often set to give the 
next horse in the handicap as much as 
28 pounds and the bottomweight more 
than 56 pounds. Unfortunately. there are 
few weight-for-age or terms races in South 
Africa and thus few opportunities for a 
horse like Gambut. 

He has won 19 races—4 in a row at 2 
years old, 1 as a 3-year-old (he was out 
of commission nearly all that year), 12 
as a 4-year-old, and 2 as a 5-year-old. He 
has been second and third 7 times. and 
out of a place. I think. 10 times.

Only once has he won over one mile. 
when carrying 149 pounds—he won easily 
by one length. the second horse carrying 
114 pounds. and bottomweight 98 pounds.

Gambut was bred on this farm in 1941. 
A chestnut horse by the South African- 
bred horse Sunlord out of the English 
mare Acton, Gambut was sold by my wife 
as a yearling for 275 guineas. | have only 
seen the horse once as I was away in the 
army. He was reared and cared for by 
my wife. He was sold about a month ago 
for 6.000 guineas. to a Mr. Norbert Er- 
leigh. 

Gambut’s sire. Sunlord. was a good race 
horse. . . . Acton won a selling race in 
England and was second in a w. f. a. race. 
She only won two in this country. Her 
dam. Camden, won Churchill Stakes. As- 
cot, England, and many races. Acton was 
her only foal. [I had Acton for 11 years. 
only bred three foals from her. She slip- 
ped twins once. otherwise barren. 

Few South African-bred horses have 
ever been sent to England to race. About 
the last I can think of what was successful 
was Camp Foie, by imported Pearl Diver 
—Wallflower. by imported Whackum 
round about 1904-06. He. too. was a 
sprinter and won good races. including 
one at Ascot. King’s Stand Stakes. I 
think. 

If Gambut reached England safely and 
can beat good sprinters, then it might be 
of interest to your readers. As you can 
imagine, we on this farm are quite proud 
of him. It seems he is as good a sprinter 
as has been bred in South Africa. The 
newspapers all say he is the best of all 
time. I don’t know the horse’s height. but 
he is a big horse, over 16 hands. I should 
say. and a very handsome horse indeed. I 
think his looks would attract attention in 
any field in any country.

The 
culprit, he affirmed. was a boy about 18 
years of age, bareheaded, barefooted, and 
scantily attired in a sweater and a pair of 
golf trousers much the worse for wear. He * 
was so quick in his movements that the 
affiant could not be exactly certain of 
them, but to the best of his knowledge 
and belief the boy had wormed his way 
through the crowd and jumped onto the 
rear platform of a trolley car that was 
just turning off Main Street on to Wash- 
ington and was traveling at a high rate 
of speed.

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that it all happened so suddenly that she 
could not give more than a general im- 
pression of the villain that had ravished 
her reticule, but that. speaking after that 
manner. he was a huge. hulking brute.

The present scribe has listened, more 
than once, to hearings before the bar of 
justice very similar to that above de- 
scribed, and they have come back to him 
vividly as he perused the various descrip- 
tions of Pan Zareta turned in by those who 
knew her in her heyday and remembered 
her well.

Pan Zareta. we are assured in various 
notices which we have scanned. was “a 
great litthe mare.” This phrase is mean- 
ingless because it is a stereotype that has 
been applied by Turf writers and reporters 
to literally thousands of race mares of all 
shapes. sizes and weights. It is one of the 
most threadbare of the time-worn cliches 
in their verbal repertoire—only a couple 
of seasons ago it was staple in descriptions 
of a very brilliant member of the feminine 
brigade that stood 16 hands, under the 
standard. 

We have had some truly “great little 
mares,” as for instance. Firenze, of years 
agone, and Black Helen. But when the 
same epithet is applied to such an amazon 


control” of racing—something that has 
attained fantastic heights. 

Our judges, stewards, and other oiticials 
are now hoisted up into the skies and view 
the contests from what is almost another 
world. With our reporters it is only a de. 
gree better. The practice is a pernicious 
one, and is among the weakest spots of 
our whole modern set-up. There is no 
other country in the world where it has 
been carried to such extremes. 


The place for the judges and stewards 
is just as close to the track itself as pos- 
sible—and for the reporters likewise. 


It was the established system. before 
the modern style was installed, for the 
judges to occupy a stand opposite the 
finish line situated on the outside of the 
track and on the track level, and this still 
obtains in many foreign countries. It was 
also customary for the timers to occupy 
a stand on the inside of the track, at the 
other end of the finish line—which is also

to the rear of the judges’ stand, and ran 
along the very front of the edifice. Later 
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on, numerous “combination” stands were 
introduced, in which the reporters were 
provided for either in an upper floor of 
the timers’ or the judges’ stand. 

By this means both officials and report- 
ers were at all times in close touch with 
what was going on in the paddock before a 
race. and upon the track during and after 
it. They could observe narrowly the con- 
dition of the horses, the jockeys, ete., as 
the horses were being made ready, and 
again when they pulled up and returned to 
the scale—and from a correct angle of 
vision. not the distorted one that came in 
with the “eye-in-the sky” dispensation. 

Today this is impossible. In our “colos- 
sal” modern stands it is a Sabbath-day’s 
journey from the judges’ box to the pad- 
dock; and to the press-box likewise. And 
a big day. with from 40,000 to 75,000 per- 
sons milling through and about the en- 
closures, it is literally a fight to make one’s 
way from the judges’ stand or the press 
box to the paddock or the quarter-stretch. 

There have been many times when the 
writer, after having visited the paddock to 
inspect the horses before a great stakes, 
was unable to get back to either the press- 
box (a location to which in many stands 
he firmly but politely declines to confine 
himself) or to such other place as he 
might be watching the races from. 

Not only that, but on one occasion 
where he had to depend upon elevator 
service and the horses were being started 


from directly in front of the stand, he was 
unable to regain his seat until the gate had 
been sprung and they were on their way! 

It is for this reason that nowadays one 
so seldom sees a judge or a steward, or 
a reporter in the paddock before the start 
examining the horses—whereas in former 
times there was always a whole cluster of 
them. The same thing is true of the quar- 
ter-stretch as the horses come back to 
scale. 


The handicap placed upon the reporters 
is especially heavy; in many cases it is 
absolutely impossible for them to make 
many, if any, trips down out of the press 
box during the course of an afternoon’s 
racing, when the crowd is great. and do 
the work expected of them. Whereas for- 
merly the task was comparatively easy. 

This is one of the penalties of our “mod- 
erne” and “super-kolossal” method of con- 


ducting the races. It has a very imposing 
“front’—but behind that front is often 
found a combination of falsity and futility. 

Under the conditions described, the state 
of affairs that has grown up is this: Very 
few of our Turf reporters, including the 
best and most interesting, come into any 
close personal contact with the fields of 
horses that contest the races. In conse- 
quence they seldom gain any precise no- 
tion of the horses’ individualities. It was 
formerly the case that in all great stakes 
events, the report of the race included a 
good description of the winner, individ- 
ually, so that the reader knew what kind 
of an animal it was that had captured 
the prize. This custom still obtains abroad, 
in England, France, etc.. where the lead- 
ing Turf journals make it a point to give 
excellent and often closely detailed de- 
scriptions of the great stakes winners when 
these events occur. But in America this 
is practically a dead letter and has been 
for years. 

And so it is that we have Pan Zareta de- 
scribed for posterity as a “great little 
mare.” anywhere from 15 to 16 hands high, 
short-legged and long-bodied or long-leg- 
ged and short-bodied, as may suit your 
taste.

are regarded as individuals without much 
thought or consideration of *Teddy himself. He 
is taken for granted with no examination of his 
bloodlines. This is a mistake—as the U. 8S. A. 
is bound to develop line-breeding to *Teddy, 
that will vitally affect our horses of the future. 
No other country has *Teddy blood through so 
many different individuals who are influential 
progenitors, and pass on factors for racing, in- 
herited from *Teddy. 

*Teddy was a good race horse, but showed 
no evidence of being a super horse. He raced 
during the first World War, which made an 
accurate estimate of his racing qualities diffi- 
cult. He did not race at two, but whether this 
was from a lack of precocity, or lack of oppor- 
tunity, is hard to say. *Teddy’s sire Ajax did 
not race at two, but was unbeaten at 3 and 4 
and a real champion. *Adam, on the other 
hand was a champion two-year-old, being un- 
beaten at that age. He was full brother to 
Ajax, and sired the dam of Ariel, a great sire 
of two-year-olds. 

But besides coming from a male line that 
stretched back six generations in an unbroken 
chain of champion race horses, *Teddy was a 
grandson of Bay Ronald. This may account 
for the fact that *Teddy far outclassed, as a 
progenitor, many of his male line ancestors 
who had better racing records. In addition io 
being out of Rondeau by Bay Ronald, *Teddy’s 
second dam was a daughter of Bend Or. 
(Broomstick’s second dam was by Bend Or, and 
Fair Play, Friar Rock and *Ogden, were out of 
Bend Or mares.) 

*Teddy’s third dam was by Macaroni, an im- 
portant name in pedigrees through his daugh- 
ters. Added up, *Teddy’s makeup of chromo- 
somes and genes come through individuals who 
have done much to shape the present day 
Thoroughbred of the entire world, and it would 
seem it should stand intensification by skilful 
line breeding. *Teddy’s name is found in the 
4th and 5th generations here and in Europe in 
many cases. Invermark being a son of *Teddy 
brings his influence again close up. 

It’s worth a trip to The Lexington Stud just 
to see this majestic son of the Sire of Sires, 
who stands at $250 for a live foal.

We counted only these inasmuch 
as the first Keeneland Yearling Sales were conducted in 1943. 


Cy the 220 stakes winners counted, sixty-nine were still owned 
by the people who bred them. Checking against the Amer- 
ican Racing Manual we found. that eighty-two others were not 
sold as yearlings at public auction. That left sixty-nine stakes 
winners in the group which had been sold at public auction as 
yearlings.

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Uniform Tattooing 


Is Developed 


Two of the principal objections to the 

lip-tattooing of horses—the difficulty of 
imprinting uniform letters and figures, and 
the possible discomfort caused by the tat- 
tooing operation—are believed to have 
been eliminated through the development 
of small sets of needles that register a 
single digit or letter in one operation, in- 
stead of by a series of punctures made one 
at a time. The sets of needles were de- 
vised by Dr. J. G. Catlett and Walter Turn- 
ier, of the New York and Hialeah Park 
horse identification bureaus. 
“Dr. Catlett and Mr. Turnier have de- 
veloped a set of %4-inch characters made 
up of small clusters of needles outlining 
the desired symbols. The spot to be tat- 
tooed is first swabbed with ink, and the 
letter or figure is perforated into the flesh 
in one operation, reportedly without dis- 
comfort to the horse. 

A set of four digits and a letter can be 
applied to the lip of a horse in about two 
minutes. it is said, and uniform markings 
are produced, even by unpracticed opera- 
tors. Between 300 and 400 Thoroughbreds 
already have been branded by this method 
and the results appear to be satisfactory. 
Among the horses tattooed are all the rac- 
ing and breeding stock owned by William 
Helis and Alfred G. Vanderbilt, and the 
2-year-olds in Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s 
Brookmeade Stable. 

Two-year-olds of 1947 are branded with 
the prefix “A,” which is followed by the 
last four numbers of the Jockey Club regis- 
tration certificate. Yearlings of 1947 will 
be designated with the prefix “B.” With 
older horses, “Z” is used on 3-year-olds, 
“Y” on 4-year-olds, and so on. 

The system makes possible the lip-tat- 
tooing of horses in a uniform manner by 
various operators in any part of the coun- 
try, and the markings are said to be diffi- 
cult to remove or alter. 

The experiments were undertaken for 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, which has been searching for a 
uniform means of branding horses for 
identification purposes.

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Bernborough won 15 consecutive races, equaling Carbine’s record and one more 
than Phar Lap won consecutively. Bernborough won 26 of his 37 starts, placed in three 
others, and won a total of £25,502. This is a record of a champion, but statistics on his 
extraordinary career present only a half-told story. He did not race on the major Aus- 
tralian tracks until he was six. After dropping his first race on a major track, a race 
in which he was boxed in on the rails, Bernborough ran up his amazing string of 15 
stakes victories. 


It is difficult to imagine what Bernborough’s record would have been if his nomina- 
tion had not been refused at the major tracks in Australia when he was 2, 3, 4, and 5. 
Because of a protest over his ownership, Bernborough was not allowed to race at any 
but a small track in Queensland, named Toowoomba. Bernborough was king-pin at 
Toowoomba. In one race at two he carried 135 pounds, giving 14 pounds to the second 
highweight, and won. At four he carried 150 pounds, at five 152. Efforts were made 
to keep Bernborough in allowances and weight-for-age races, occasionally he raced in 
handicaps. 


Bernborough’s performances attracted world-wide attention. In Australia he was 
an institution, joining the select group of Gloaming, Ajax, Carbine, and Phar Lap. He 
carried top weights against the best, overcame difficulties which would defeat any but 
a champion. He was boxed in, carried wide, was raced in consecutive races on the same 
day, and won both. After winning 15 consecutive starts Bernborough started in the 
14, mile Caulfield Cup, one of Australia’s great races. Carrying 155 pounds Bern- 
borough was last in the field of 27 starters at the end of the first mile. He was blocked 
twice trying to move up, finally got into the clear and turned on his famous burst of 
speed, but was beaten by 2' lengths. 


Bernborough is an 8-year-old son of Embrough, leading sire in Australia in 1945 
and a son of Gainsborough out of a Phalaris mare from the famous family of Tillywhim. 
Bernborough is out of Bern Maid, an unraced daughter of Bernard, a son of *Wrack’s 
sire, Robert le Diable. Bern Maid had two foals to race on major tracks, they were 
Brown Paddy, winner of a St. Leger and other stakes in Australia, and Bernborough.

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Tanforan’s Roots 


Go Deep 


Historic Tanforan race course, Cali- 
fornia’s oldest racing oval among the pres- 
ent-day tracks, is all set for the gala open- 
ing of the 41-day spring meeting begin- 
ning March 14. 

Tanforan, constructed on land bought 
from the Estate of Tiburio Tanferan, a 
Spanish grandee who had obtained ‘t in 
a grant from the Mexican Gover iment. 
opened its gates to the public for tas first 
time on Saturday, November 4. 186°. for 
arun of 78 days. 

The idea for building Tanforan was the 
brainchild of D. J. (White Hat) MeCarty. 
He was one of the real horsemen of the 
era, Maintained a harness stable in the 
late “80s. and personally trained and drove 
his horses at Golden Gate Park and at 
the San Mateo Polo Grounds. 

It was McCarty who sold the idea for a 
race track to Lord J. Talbot Clifton. a 
wealthy English nobleman who was visit- 
ing in San Francisco at the time. Me- 
Carty suggested the Peninsula for a track 
site. and Lord Clifton in turn enlisted the 
interest. of Prince Andre Poniatowski. a 
royal Polish personage, in the plans. 

The prince recently had married one 
of the Sperrys. a sister to the wife of Wil- 


liam H. 


Crocker, famed figure of San 
Francisco banking cireles. The group that 
originally planned and built Tanforan in- 
cluded the leading social set of the Pen- 
insula. 

At the time Tanforan opened, Dan Mc- 
Carty was somewhat of a prominent figure 
in the racing world by virtue of his horse 
C. H. Todd. winner of the American Derby 
in Chicago. which at that time was com- 
parable to victory in the Kentucky Derby. 


Racing Without Betting 


Tanforan is steeped in tradition over the 
period of years. Great horses, great jock- 
eys. and famous owners have been in the 
limelight at Tanforan since its inaugural 
meeting in 1889 and its revival in 1923. 

A. B. Spreckels and his associates 
bought Tanforan in 1922 and conducted 
“betless meetings” during 1922 and 1923. 
During 1931 and 1932, racing was oper- 
ated at the San Bruno course under the 
partnership of William P. Kyne, Joseph 
\. Murphy and John W. Marchbank. 

With the advent of legalized pari-mutuel 
wagering in California in 1933. March- 
bank purchased the interests of Kyne and 
Murphy and continued to conduct yearly 
race meetings at Tanforan until the plant 
was taken over by the War Department 
with the declaration of war in December, 
i941. 

Tanforan served as a Japanese intern- 


ment camp, later as an Army training 
center, and before the conclusion of the 
war was being used as an advanced naval 
replacement center. 

In 1945, Tanforan Company, Ltd. was 
purchased by a group of California and 
Western capitalists. 

Tanforan Race Course was also the take- 
off base in 1911 for the world’s first shore- 
to-ship airplane flight, and it served in 
World War I. as in World War II, as a 


troop concentration center.

WELLINGTON 

In spite of the fact that Foxbridge, a 
son of the Ascot Gold Cup winner Foxlaw, 
has headed the sires’ list in this country 
for several years past, it was not until this 
season that he was credited with his first 
success in the New Zealand Cup, 2 miles, 
on the roomy course at Riccarton. His 
successful son was Catterick Bridge, whose 
dam Flying Juliet was by Romeo and 
traced in the seventh remove to a mare by 
Traducer. 

Owned and trained in Hawke’s Bay in 
the North Island, the form of Catterick 
Bridge immediately preceding the Cup 
meeting had been indifferent, and his tri- 
umph came as a complete surprise. His 
dividend of £166/14/6 on the win-machine 
and £26 /17/- on the place-totalisator was a 
record for the race. In a field of 24 run- 
ners the race was by no means free from 
mishaps, but Catterick Bridge enjoyed a 
good run in the van throughout, whereas 
some of the more fancied runners were 
not so fortunate. 

Second and third placings were filled by 
two sons of the French-bred horse Lang 
Bian (Massine-Forest Track, by Tracery). 
They were Langue d’Or and Golden Sou- 
venir, who had run third and first, respec- 
tively, twelve months earlier. But for be- 
ing a trifle backward, Golden Souvenir 
might well have made history by being the 
first horse to win in successive years. Fur- 
ther, he had far from an uninterrupted run 
and his effort under top weight of 132 
pounds, giving the winner 24 pounds, was 
a magnificent effort. As Golden Souvenir 
is entire, and on the maternal side comes 
fom the Valkyrian mare Valadore, dam 
of that other champion, Kindergarten, he 
should make a fitting successor to his own 
sire at the close of his racing career. 


4 Dream Winner 


Prior to leaving Wellington for Christ- 
church to witness the running of the 1946 
Yew Zealand Cup, the writer was rung on 
the phone and asked his opinion as to the 
prospects of Catterick Bridge. The answer 
was not particularly flattering as the geld- 
ing had been running around this circuit 
in the North Island without any material 
reward. The caller then went on to re- 
count how his 17-year-old daughter had 
dreamed that this particular horse had won 
he day. En route to the course the epi- 
ode was related to two fellow North 
landers who accepted it as a hunch tip. 
The one invested £5 on the nose to take 
of the machine a matter of £833/10/-, and 
the other invested £2 each way to be the 
richer by £387. Yes, there are more ways 
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of backing winners than studying racing 
form. 


Record Equaled 


A long-standing weight carrying record 
was equaled in the Stewards’ Handicap. 
run over practically a straight six furlongs. 
when Soneri won under the burden of 139 
pounds, which gave this 4-year-old mare 
her seventh successive win. 

The majority of her wins had come over 
short courses, save in the Harcourt Stakes. 
114 miles, at the Wellington spring meet- 
ing (held at Awapuni owing to the club’s 
own course being remodeled), and this was 
not a true test of staying ability. On the 
second day of the N. Z. Cup meeting she 
met Golden Souvenir in the Churchill 
Stakes, 1144 miles, weight-for-age. but it 
was little more than a sprint home and in 
this branch the mare was superior. On 
the final day they met in the Canterbury 
Cup, 11% miles, weight-for-age, and after 
a wonderful struggle over the last three 
furlongs, they being locked together the 
whole way, the judge declared a dead heat, 
so Soneri carried her sequence to nine. 


By imported Bulandshar (Blandford— 
La Douairiere. by Spearmint). Soneri is 


from Lady Lyric, a mare by the Hurry On 
horse Defoe, from Lyrical, who was by 
that staying sire Limond from imported 
Anthem. Neither Lady Lyric nor the 
first of her offspring, Taita Maid, were of 
much account, but Soneri, the succeeding 
foal, is something out of the ordinary. 

As a sire Bulandshar was credited with 
yet another triumph when Sakuntala car- 
ried off the New Zealand Oaks, a race for 
3-year-old fillies over 14% miles. Prior to 
going south for the classic, Sakuntala had 
won only one race, a maiden event over 
six furlongs, but she had given evidence 
of staying ability in the Wanganui 
Guineas, one mile. 

The Derby Stakes. 14% miles. for colts 
and geldings. was productive of a surprise 
when Royal Tan, who had earlier returned 
from an unlucky trip to Australia, out- 
stayed the opposition despite being defi- 
nitely sore. His sire, Royal Chief, is a 
New Zealand product of the Tetrarch horse 
Chief Ruler, and was himself a high-class 
winner. Otetanui, the dam of Royal Tor, 
was by Paper Money, a sire of speedsters, 
but he traces on the distaff side to Mer- 
maid, the ancestress of Limerick and Bally- 
mena, who won fame both in this country 
and in Australia.

Burg-El-Arab, racing only at 2, was undefeated and 
never was extended. He won the Tremont Stakes, 5% 
furlongs in 1:0545, by two and one-half lengths over Es- 
teem, Hillyer Court, Dockstader, King Dorsett, Poco Mas, 
Our Candidate. 

In the Experimental Handicap for 2-year-olds of 1944, 
Burg-El-Arab was assigned second highest weight, 123 
pounds. 

Actually, the full extent of his extreme speed was not 
determined since no horse ever pushed him in the stretch 
or got within two lengths of him at the finish. He did not 
race after his outstanding 2-year-old career as a result of 
an accident.

Many and varied are the superstitions 
one comes across on the race track, but if 
Andy Schuttinger has one it’s a well-kept 
secret—at any rate the former ace jockey 
who now trains for J. M. Roebling and 
Nelson C. Aisel puts no stock in the com- 
mon superstition involving the number 13. 

“I was born on the 13th, it’s a lucky 
number for me.” he says. “I did have to 
modify it a bit to keep peace around the 
barn, though.” So with a heavy black 
pencil, Schuttinger has changed to 131% 
the number on the stall wherein his most 
promising 2-year-old is kept. 

The colt that Schuttinger has high hopes 
for is a chunky bay, a full brother to Card 
Game, by Mr. Roebling’s stallion Case 
Ace, out of Cartimandua. His name 
Cacique is from the Spanish, derived from 
the Moorish, and means leader or chief. 

“When Sam Hildreth had this barn 
there was no box stall No. 13. They just 
skipped over it when they painted the 
numbers on,” Schuttinger said. By coin- 
cidence the man who now occupies the old 
Hildreth barn at Belmont also owns Strom- 
boli Farm in New Jersey, which also once 
belonged to Hildreth. 


The 2-year-olds, which are now learn- 
ing their way around the race track in 
Schuttinger’s care, are in the main sired 
by Case Ace, sire of Pavot, but included 
in the lot is one by *Mahmoud, one by 
*[solator and another by Questionnaire. 
All are well mannered and of good size. 
with broad, strong feet to which Schut- 
tinger called attention. 

They went out in sets of three to take 
two turns of the exercise track. “I don’t 
believe in rushing horses,” Schuttinger 
said, “but we might as well take advan- 
tage of this weather; let them stretch their 
legs. they are too cramped jogging under 
the shed.” On the whole they behaved like 
veterans, standing quietly before leaving 
the track after their gallop and walking 
back to the barn with a minimum of sky- 
larking.

LONDON 

I am thawing. gradually. atter two days 
at the Newmarket Sales. although the 
weather remains very cold. It is snowing. 
on top of frost, and the jumping meetings 
are being abandoned, one after the other. 
The executive of a meeting in the London 
area went to Lloyd’s in the middle of last 
week to insure against the cancellation of 
the meeting. which was to be held on Fri- 
day and Saturday. The brokers wanted 
221, per cent—-an offer which was not ac- 
cepted. All of which shows that one 
should never gamble. even about the 
weather. 

The sales totaled pretty well. although 
I saw nothing particularly good in the ring. 
A good many mares went for 2,000 guineas 
or so. not necessarily because of their stud 
values but because they seemed to be in 
foal to reasonably good sires. One 18- 
year-old mare, who breeds fairly regularly 
and who has had four winners. was sold 


for 2.000 guineas. She appeared to be in 
foal to a smart young sire. A horse in 
training. five years old. a good winner in 
Ireland but not in this country, was sold 
for 6.300 guineas. If he is raced on the 
flat this season, he will be very high in the 
handicap and difficult to place; presum- 
ably he is bought as a prospective jumper. 
but even so it seems plenty of money. 
There were a number of foreign visitors at 
the sale. but there was not much foreign 
business. 

Extraordinary difficulties are being put 
in the way of breeders who either want to 
send their mares to be mated in France, or 
vice-versa.

Hundreds of Horses 


Miss Paget is easily the most notable 
sportswoman on the Turf today. She 
maintains an enormous racing establish- 
ment, both here and in Ireland, as well as 
a very considerable stud farm. I am not 
aware of her present commitments, but 
there appeared in the pages of one of her 
recent stud cards the names of six stal- 
lions. 82 broodmares. 48 yearlings and 47 
foals. On top of this, she must have the 
best part of 100 horses in training. Quite 
recently she sent 30 unbroken two-year- 
olds. which her principal English trainer, 
Walter Nightingall. could not accommo- 
date, to Newmarket to be trained by a 
young trainer, just out of the army. She 
takes the closest interest in her horses and 
is said to bet freely when she has a fancied 
runner. She shuns publicity but is not 
unpopular with the crowd. She is the only 
woman in the world to have won a Derby 
(with Straight Deal) and a Grand Na- 
tional (Golden Miller). and must have 


awe 


spent more on the Turf than any other 
owner of the last few decades. 

Mrs. Macdonald Buchanan, who has also 
won a Derby (with Owen Tudor) races on 
a considerable scale. confining herself 
however to the flat, and with horses the 
majority of which are of the highest class. 
It may be remembered that before the war 
she sent the stallion Coronach, with whom 
her father won the Derby and St. Leger in 
°26. to New Zealand. Now J. G. Alex- 
ander. who has Coronach. has sent her a 
daughter of Coronach named My Bonny 
Hi. My Bonny II is by Coronach out of 
La Poupee. by Tea Tray out of a Black 
Jester mare, Dancing Doll. who was ex- 
ported to New Zealand in °21. Mrs. 
Buchanan will presumably mate the filly 
with Owen Tudor in due course.

misrepresented to posterity by the zeal of 
the modern apostles of the Quarter Horse. 
who have repeatedly claimed her as one 
of the glories of that breed. Whether she 
has been registered as one in the recently- 
published (or established) Quarter Horse 
Registers the writer is not aware—but if 
so she assuredly does not belong there and 
it is a gross distortion of truth for her to 
be so represented. 

Her sire. Abe Frank, was an orthodox 
Thoroughbred. a son of Hanover that we 
often saw race. Her dam, Caddie Grif- 
fith, was by Rancocas, also an orthodox 
Thoroughbred. a son of Lroquois, the only 
American-bred winner of the Epsom Der- 
by. Her grandam. Boston Girl, was by 
Boston Boy, an orthodox Thoroughbred. 
son of Jack Boston, by Lexington. These 
three crosses alone make her seven-eighths 
Thoroughbred. 

It is not until we reach her third dam, 
Sallie Johnson, by Blue Dick. and out of 
Mittie Stephens, by Shiloh, Jr.. that the 
non-Thoroughbred elements begin to seep 
into the pedigree. Sallie Johnson is to be 
found registered in the appendix of Vol- 
ume VII. the American Stud Book, as non- 
Thoroughbred. the crosses further back be- 
ing in order: Nelly Gray, by Dan Secres. 
son of Joe Chalmers—Ixanna, by Chieftain 
(said to be a son of Glencoe )—Old Gray. 
by Gray Ariel. There the pedigree ends. 

It is in no sense a “Quarter Horse pedi- 
gree.” as it contains none of the strains 
of blood which bulk large in the typical 


Quarter Horse genealogies. The mare 
herself was in no sense typical of Quarter 
Horse individuality, as her photos show. 
Neither Turf career. Her six 
seasons of racing, which began in January 
of her 2-year-old form, embraced 151] 
starts. of which she won 76. was second 
in 31, and third in 21. All of them were 
made at recognized race meetings and 
against horses classifying as Thorough- 
breds. Her detailed history. which I have 
before me, includes nothing that can be 
classified as quarter racing against Quarter 
Horses.

A Brilliant Record 

This writer will always regret that for- 
tune never brought him in contact with 
Pan Zareta. When we reflect that through 
five of six seasons she never failed to win 
from 13 to 15 races a season, that she ran 
against many of the fastest horses in train- 
ing and broke numerous records. that she 
carried up to 140 pounds successfully, and 
that she took it literally rough-and-tumble 
until finally, if the accounts are to be 
trusted, she came to her death through 
carelessness and neglect. it must be ad- 
mitted that she was one of the most won- 
derful pieces of horse flesh of which Turf 
history makes mention. 

To which still another fact. in the na- 
ture of a mystery. remains to be added: 
Her sire, Abe Frank, a brilliant 2-year-old 
but after that a failure. was a colt got by 
ertificial procreation, i. e.. insemination. 
So great was the demand for the services 
of Hanover that this process was resorted

MORE MONEY AT JAMAICA 


The program of nine 
stakes races has been announced for the 


usual spring 
Jamaica meeting, which opens the New 
York season with 25 days of racing from 
April 5-May 3. All the stakes close on 
March 1. except the Experimental Handi- 
caps. for which no entry fees are required. 

Added money in the stakes has been in- 
creased to $200,000. a gain of $65,000, or 
almost 50 per cent, over last year’s distri- 
bution. Principal increases come in the 
Wood Memorial, raised from $25,000 to 
$40.000, and in the Grey Lag Handicap. 
lifted from $30,000 to $40,000. 

The Experimental Handicap again will 
be run in two divisions—at six furlongs 
and 1,'; miles. Added money in both di- 
visions has been increased, from $10,000 
to $15,000 in the sprint, and from $15,000 
to $20.000 in the longer race. 

Conditions have been changed in the 
fees for the Wood Memorial. A $100 
entry fee will be required this year, in 
addition to a $50 nominating fee and a 
$300 starting fee. This was done, accord- 
ing to the track management, to discour- 
age owners who have been in the habit of 
making a good many overnight entries in 
the hope of having a race split into two 
divisions, causing an additional purse out- 
lay to the track. In many such cases, the 
management observed, scratches on the 


day of the race have resulted in only small 
fields for each division.

Imperator was foaled May 10, 1944, at Glen 
Kenney, Dr. William Kenney’s Farm_ near 
Paris. Dr. Kenney is the father of Charles 
A. Kenney, manager of E. E. Dale Shaffer's 
Coldstream Stud, and of William Kenney, Jr.. 
a former trainer. Dr. Kenney breeds horses 
only on a small scale, and turned Imperator 
over to Coldstream Stud for preparation for 
the 1945 Keeneland Sales. He was 
bought for $9,000 by A. G. Robertson. All his 
racing has been for R. S. McLaughlin. 

At two, Imperator started eight times and 
won two races, including the Victoria Stakes 
at Woodbine Park, in Canada.

LTHOUGH there are only six mares in the Roseland 
aN Farm band. they had a direct interest in the ¢x- 

ploits of 63 of last season’s stakes winners. Some of 
these stakes winners were by stallions to which these mares 
will be bred this season. others were by sires with foals or 
yearlings on the farm. A very satisfactory number repre- 
sented the immediate female families of the Roseland Farm 
matrons. Additional 1946 stakes winners were busily en- 
gaged in making our broodmare sires look very good in- 
deed. In the following paragraphs we salute these stakes 
winners and wish them and their fortunate owners much 
more of the same. 


Let’s lead off with the stakes winners on the distaff side. 
It was a close race between the Crackaloo and Born Wise 
families for top honors in this division. Crackaloo’s full 
sister, Armful. is the dam of the great handicapper Armed. 
Lord Boswell and War Fan were other stakes winners from 
her family. with Grand Slam, Crackaloo’s brother-in-blood. 
sire of the stakes winners Seven Hearts and Bill Hardey. 
Blue Larkspur, full brother to our Born Wise, sired Bee Ann 
Mac. Blue Grass. Elpis, Larky Day and Say Blue. His 
daughters produced Be Faithful, Bimlette. Bric A Bac. Cos- 
mie Bomb. Sun Lady and Hidalgo, the latter an extremely 
promising jumper in the stable of Mrs. F. A. Clark. Two 
friends of ours once agreed that Blue Larkspur was over 
rated. My, my! 


Vulcanette and Key Ring both had stakes win- 
ners in their families. Floodtown is out of a half- 
sister to Firetop. dam of Vulcanette. Hillyer Court 
is a half-brother to Key Ring. 


Two of the Roseland Farm matrons are by Chance Shot. 
one is by Reigh Count. one by Black Servant and another by 
Omaha. Chance Shot's daughters produced Armed. Honey- 
moon and Wallflower. Reigh Count sired the dams of Bel 
Reigh. Blue Yonder, an especially good three-year-old pros- 
pect, and Lovonsite. The Stoner Creek stallion is off to a 
good start -in-the- #947—broodmare sweepstakes with Let's 
Dance. and Owner's Choice. each the winner of a $50.000 
race at Santa Anita. A Black Servant mare produced Galley 
Bey. Omaha, a mite too young to have many daughters in 
the stud, sired the stakes winners Height O’Land and 
Hidalgo. The triple crown winner takes a lot of hard 
knocks but in spite of these he managed to finish 41st on the 
sire list. with winners of $242.090. Not bad for a country 
horse! 


Roseland Farm has a two-year-old filly in train- 
ing. four yearlings at the farm, expects five foals 
this season and will breed all six mares. There are 
13 stallions involved in this assortment. Of these. 
12 had stakes winners in 1946. The other sired the 
dam of one of the top two-year-old colts. 


The bright star of this impressive galaxy was the superb 
Whitney Farm stallion, *Mahmoud. While leading the sire 
list. and running up an all time high in money won. he fur- 
nished the stakes winners Burra Sahib. Keynote. Mahmoud- 
ess. Mahout. Mighty Story, Mother, Monsoon. Recce and the 
talented two-year-old champion, First Flight. Bimelech and 
Fighting Fox each had five stakes winners. Bimelech was rep- 
resented by Be Faithful. Bimlette. Blue Yonder. Blunt Re- 
mark and Brookfield while Fighting Fox sired Amble In, 
Bonnie Beryl, and the Fighting Triplets. Don. Frank and 
Step. The Murphy’s are now standing Fighting Step at 
Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm near Lexington. 


Challedon had Donor in his first crop—winner 
of five stakes and a two-year-old voted very likely 
to succeed this season. Another freshman, Lovely 
Night. had Lovely Imp and another winner out of 
only three starters.

and had ridden at bush tracks before that. 
The best horse he has been connected with 
was Challedon. which he galloped when in 
the employ of W. L. Brann. 

At present Trippy is working on a series 
of articles on backstretch conditions. They 
will be published, he says, in a national 
magazine. 

Bolognese, 36, a native of Bronx, N. Y.. 
says his first winner was a horse named 
Bucephalus. with which he scored in Cuba 
in 1928. He is married and has two chil- 
dren. 


Has Offered to Resign 


Both men have been prominently con- 
nected with the Exercise Riders and 
Grooms Association since its organization 
a year or so ago. Though Trippy has not 
had much formal education, he appears to 
be more widely read than the average of 
his group, and is especially interested in 
labor relations. To increase his knowl- 
edge he talks to labor organizers and labor 
officials whenever he has the chance. 
Twice, he says, he has offered to resign as 
president of the backstretch organization, 
to give the members an opportunity of 
choosing new leadership, but both times 
his offer was refused. 

The Hialeah strike, Bolognese estimates, 
cost the organization about $5,000, ob- 
tained from dues and through contribu- 
tions by the members. “Some of the fel- 
lows gave us $30 and $40 at a time to help 
finance the strike.” The money was spent 
for buses hired to transport members to 
meetings, for legal counsel, for sound 
trucks used in advising the strikers against 
violence, for food for strikers and their 
families, for sending some of the members 
back to their homes. 

There was no mistaking the earnestness 
with which the organization went about 
the strike, which is termed’ “Round One,” 
and which admittedly was lost by the 
strikers. 

“But if the horsemen are willing,” 
Trippy says. “to sit down and talk things 
over, the situation can be ironed out. 

“We need understanding between our 
two groups.” he added, “and we never 
were farther apart than we are now.” 


GALLOP POLL AT HIALEAH 


Several grooms and exercise boys 
at Hialeah Park last week were ac- 
costed at random and asked to state 
their views of the strike, the bonus 
system, and backstretch conditions in 
general.

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charity days for outside activities—how 
about a “day” once in a while for the race- 
trackers? They wonder why some of the 
fellows hang around gin mills. Well, the 
reason is that there is no place on the race 
track for recreation. and the guys drift 
into the beer joints and other places out- 
side the track. [f we had pool rooms and 
things like that on the track, the fellows 
would be satisfied to loaf there. And it 
wouldn't be sell drinks. 
either. 

“And another thing that could be done 
is to set up employment offices at the 
tracks. Then a man out of work would 
know where to go to find out what jobs are 
open.” 

This exercise boy didnt know what 
would become of small owners if a mini- 
mum wage were established. “unless the 
bonuses are continued in those cases.” 

“And another thing that’s wrong is that 
too many trainers hire young boys at low 
wages under the pretense of making jock- 
eys out of them, when everybody knows 
from the beginning that most of those 
kids won't ever ride a horse during the 
afternoon.” 
Groom—“We

need a $250 minimum 


wage. It is not up to the tracks to pay 
bonuses. We need better tack rooms to 


live in, like the ones at Santa Anita.” 

This man said he had been working 
around race horses for 44 years. He also 
complained that trainers—especially those 
in New England—*took boys that hadn't 
even finished school and hired them at 
low wages, saying they would make riders 
out of them.” 

Groom—The wage situation, as far as 
the small owner is concerned. could be 
handled by the association. The track 
could allow so much per man _ per horse, 
like $70 a month. Then a man taking care 
of three horses would get $210. The tracks 
could make a corresponding reduction in 
purses.” 

Exercise Boy—*An exercise boy should 
get about $275 a month. He can't get 
along on less than that, especially if he 
has to send money home to his family. It 
costs a lot to live away from home. and if 
there are children in the family. the wom- 
an can't get out and work to help support 
them. I don’t think the 
should pay bonuses.” 

Groom—"I think we ought to have a 
minimum wage of about $250. Then we 
would be able to live decently. You would 
be surprised how a man’s morale goes up 
if his surroundings are pleasant. It’s very 
noticeable in the large stables. where they 
make an effort to take care of their men. 
The men do a lot more work.

A certain Trainers’ association is pre- 
paring desperately to stave off our bid to 
affiliate with the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters (A. F. of L.). They 
don’t want us to break the chains of serv- 
itude that has always existed on the race 
track. To try and break our bid for free- 
dom for the Groom and Exercise Boy, this 
certain trainers’ association will attempt 
to palm off a Groom and an Exercise Boy 
to use as a stooge to work plans of their 
own, thinking if they can satisfy us for a 
few months we will forget about the Team- 
sters’ Union. 


We are now pre- 


Do not be fooled into ac- 
cepting these stooges as your leaders. You 
are not really accepting them as your 
leaders at all, merely falling into the trap 
of this trainers’ association. They are 
really the ones you will be accepting if 
you fall for this ruse because these stooges 
are working for them. Who was it that 
started all of our trouble, was it a certain 
trainers’ association? 

Do not discuss your Teamsters’ Union 
sentiment around your place of employ- 
ment. A certain Trainers’ Association 
will not take kindly to your ideas, just do 
your work quietly and ignore any insults 
that may come your way. 

Our ultimate object is well known to 
you all, you all voted on it. To the many 
fair and square owners and trainers, they 
can thank a certain trainers’ association 
for all their troubles. 

Do not fall for any stooges that they 
will try to wish off on you. 

A meeting will be held in a few days. 
of which you will be notified. 

We still believe that a majority of the 
owners and trainers are for the groom 
and exercise boy. We would be willing

Tommy Bolognese. president and treas. 
urer, respectively, of the Exercise Riders 
and Grooms Association of America, haye 
stated that they are trying to obtain ap 
independent charter from the AFL, jy 
which case they would not be affiliated 
with the Teamsters’ Union. 

Previous to their announcement that 
they were seeking a separate charter. they 
had indicated that their organization was 
interested in joining the teamsters’ organ. 
ization, 

Long-time head of the Teamsters’ Union 
is Dan Tobin, who as a resident of Miami 
attends the Hialeah Park races. Ques. 
tioned at the track as to the possibility of 
the grooms and exercise boys becoming 
members of his union, Mr. Tobin said: 


“We have organized a few. grooms, 
parking lot attendants, and other race 


track employees on the West Coast, but 
have not attempted to organize them east 
of the Rockies. The Florida grooms at. 
tempted to become affiliated with us dur. 
ing the trouble at Hialeah. but were re. 
jected because we do not accept groups 
while a strike is in progress. 

“Whether or not they will be accepted 
in the future. if they apply. depends in 
part on their local leadership. We do not 
want to jeopardize the standings of other 
unions by taking in groups who may have 
irresponsible leadership that might involve 
other unions in trouble.” 

As an instance of what his organization 
was trying to avoid, Mr. Tobin mentioned 
that beer was delivered to Hialeah Park 
by union truck drivers who would have 
been obliged to go on strike if the grooms 
and exercise boys had been accepted into 
the union during the trouble at Hialeah. 


Takes 3 to Make a Contractor 


It had been the opinion of some horse- 
men that union platers at race tracks had 
iorfeited their union afhliation by assum- 
ing the status of independent contractors, 
in the sense that they are in business for 
themselves. 
union 


If this were true, they said, 
electricians, truck drivers. and 
others serving race tracks or employed at 
tracks would not be bound to strike in 
support of the platers in case of diffi- 
culties between blacksmiths and horsemen. 

To this Mr. Tobin replied that the plat- 
ers had their own union. and so he was 
not competent to pass judgment on the 
matter. “But I do this.” 


“By the usual union standards. 


know he vol- 
unteered. 
a man isn't considered an independent 
contractor unless he has as many as three 
employees.” 

Since most race horse platers operate 
as individuals, or have only one or two 
helpers at most, it would seem that few 
of them could be termed independent con 
tractors.

Salvator also gives it as his opinion that

I wouldn’t like to contradict 
him on that point, but from personal tests 
on many yearlings I have found, 99 times 
out of 10, their measurement from fetlock 
to elbow point is exactly half way to their 
final height at the withers when maturity 
is reached.

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victims: and spring upon them from con- 
cealment, the element of surprise being 
as a rule basic. Descriptions of the at- 
tack upon his prey by the lion state that 
it is often limited to a single leap and that 
if it misses he will desist; that sometimes, 
if circumstances are favorable he will make 
a second one, but rarely a third. 

As all our conceptions of equine (and 
other animal) speed hinges upon it as a 
sustained series of leaps (or strides) it 
will be seen that there is no possibility of 
co-ordinating things so different. The 
Felidae, which are foremost among all the 
predatory mammals, are most of them 
arboreal in their habits and even the lion 
will climb trees upon occasion and thence 
drop upon his quarry; which habit is com- 
mon with tigers, panthers, leopards. jag- 
uars. cougars and so on down to the wild- 
cat. 

In other words, the predatores do not 
course their prey in the open as do the 
greyhound or the foxhound—they stalk it; 
preferably depending upon a single leap 
as decisive, as simultaneously with it a 
single blow of their paw or terrific, grind- 
ing bite with their jaws will either kill the 
prey outright or render it incapable of 
any defense. 

As regards the cheetah, in especial. the 
impression that his superior speed enables 
him to run down such animals as antelopes 
is erroneous. The manner of his use by 
man in the hunting field in India is thus 
described by a standard authority: 


The cheetah is conveyed to the field 
in a low cart, without sides, hooded 
and chained as were hunting birds in 
Europe in the days of falconry. When 
a herd of deer or antelope is seen, the 
cart, which bears a close resemblance 
to those of the peasants, is brought 
within 200 yards of the game before 
the latter takes alarm. The cheetah 
then is turned loose and its blindfold 
removed. When it perceives the herd, 
it drops from the cart on the side re- 
mote from the prey, approaches the 
herd stealthily, making use of any 
concealment that the terrain offers, 
until it is observed and the deer show 
signs of fright, when it makes a few 
gigantic bounds, usually landing in 
the midst of the herd, when it brings 
down its victim with a blow of its paw 
. . . Should it not succeed in reaching 
the herd in the first few bounds it 
will pursue it no further, but retires 
dispiritedly to its cart. (Italics ours.) 


From which it will be seen that abso- 
lutely no question of the comparative speed 
of the cheetah and the antelope enters 
into the operation; but, on the other hand, 
the cheetah, knowing it has no chance to 
run down an antelope in full flight, sulks 
and refuses even to try it. 

Mr. Hewitt’s conclusion, therefore, that 
the predatores can run down the swiftest 
animals, despite their (the predatores)

much shorter legs, because of their much 
greater speed for very short distances, is 
not supported by the testimony. Their 
single, hurtling leap, or short series of 
them, usually from ambush, is not in any 
sense a demonstration of speed, per se, 
sustained for even a short distance—it is 
rather a convulsive movement, or muscular 
spasm, without true continuity or anything 
else resembling the flight of a deer. 

It must never be forgotten or lost sight 
of that the concept of speed is inseparably 
connected with that of continuity; which 
is to say, something sustained. The leap 
of the great predatore cannot in any way 
be compared with the stride of the race 
horse or the deer or any other: swift-run- 
ning animal. 

Stillman (The Horse in Motion) spe- 
cifically declares: “the leap cannot prop- 
erly be considered a pace although it is a 
mode of progression, it is not a continuous 
one.” 

This is further illustrated by the fact 
that practically all horses, if trained to do 
so (provided they cannot naturally) can 
leap much farther than they can stride. 

Among laymen and also many _ horse- 
men the most exaggerated ideas prevail 
about the length of the race horse’s stride 
at speed. This has gone so far that we 
have seen the assertion in print, and re- 
peatedly, that Man o’ War strode 30 feet 
when fully extended; while identically the 
same claim has been made about the trot- 


ting champion Greyhound! Actually, the 
longest stride of Greyhound ever measured, 
when he was trotting much better than a 
2:00 clip, was slightly over 22 feet, and he 
is a very tall, long-legged horse, standing 
16.114. 

We doubt if the racing stride of Man o 
War was ever carefully measured, but in 
any event it is improbable that it exceed- 
ed, if it attained, 25 feet; while the stride 
of the average Thoroughbred, at racing 
speed, as repeated measurements have 
shown, varies at from 21 to 23 feet, seldom 
exceeding the latter. 

But for a single leap, such as the preda- 
tore makes when nailing his prey, this can 
be much extended. And, as we have seen,

Record Prices for Mares 


From Neil Newman (Roamer), Brook- 
lyn, one of America’s leading writers on 
the Thoroughbred. 


The Virginia Horsemen’s News of Janu- 
ary. 1947, carries a statement to the effect 
that Avena. dam of Kenneth N. Gilpin’s 
importation Great Haste. was purchased at 
the Newmarket December sales by Sir 
John Jarvis for 14,500 guineas (approx- 
imately $58.000) which is “said to be a 
record price for a broodmare sold at pub- 
lic auction.” 

Such is not the fact, as at the sale of Sir 
Edward Hulton’s bloodstock at Newmarket 
July 13, 1925, the Oaks winner Straitlace, 
in foal to Lemberg, was purchased by the 
late Edward Esmond for the record price 
of 17,000 guineas (approximately $86,- 
700), a sum never exceeded but equaled 
December 2, 1942, when Mr. T. Ohlson 
purchased Olein from A. E. Alnatt for 
17,000 guineas—but the guinea then had 
depreciated to $4.20. 

When “Bleating Bob” Sevier was forced 
to sell Sceptre or “take the nock” it is 
said Sir Hamar Bass bought the daughter 
of Persimmon—Ornament for 25,000 
guineas (approximately $127,500), which 
would be a record price for a filly or mare 
sold publicly or privately. 

With this in mind, who will hazard a 
prediction as to what Busher, Honeymoon, 
and Be Faithful will sell for at the dis- 
persal sale of Louis B. Mayer’s racing 
stable at Santa Anita February 27, 1947. 

No mare ever earned as much as Busher. 
$334,035. Her grandam, *La Troienne, is 
also the ancestress of Bimelech, Black 
Helen, Big Hurry, Bridal Flower, Biolo- 
gist, and Bee Ann Mac. 

Honeymoon has won more money than 
any Thoroughbred ever bred in California, 
$222,370. Her grandam, Dustwhirl, pro- 
duced Whirlaway, Reaping Reward, and 
Lost Horizon, the dam of Whirlabout, 
while her great-grandam was also the dam 
of Osmand and Brevity. 

Be Faithful, by Bimelech—Bloodroot, 
by Blue Larkspur, is a sister to the stakes 
winner Bimlette, a half-sister to the stakes 
winners Bric A Bac and By Conscript. She 
has earned $93,450 to date. (Her dam 
was one of the best race mares of her 
year—Eb.)

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It Depends On 
What They Did 


John L. Madala, director of safety at 
Hialeah Park, as well as at Pimlico and 
Garden State Park, had fingerprinted 1,- 
492 track employees, horsemen, grooms, 
officials and others at the Florida course 
through February 4, despite interruption 
by the grooms’ strike and a reluctance by 
many horsemen to submit to the procedure. 
Among those fingerprinted were 414 mu- 
tuel clerks, 86 grooms, 20 exercise boys, 
32 jockeys, 38 jockey agents, 41 trainers, 
21 valets, and ten officials. 

Two sets of fingerprintes are made by 
Madala’s office. One set is sent to Wash- 
ington, where it is checked against FBI 
records, and the other is sent to the TRPB 
(the Drayton bureau) for filing. “Even 
if Washington sends back a report of ar- 
rests on a man we have fingerprinted,” 
Madala said, “it does not follow that he 
will be discharged from his job at the race 
track. We evaluate his record by con- 
sidering the nature of the offense, the 
length of time the man has kept out of 
trouble since his last conviction, and the 
duties he has at the track. 

“If his record consisted of arrests for 
drunkenness, for example, and he was em- 
ployed in a minor capacity in the grounds 
department at a track, there would be no 
reason for discharging him so long as his 
conduct was satisfactory. But if he had 


been involved in robbery or burglary, he 
naturally would not be acceptable for ep. 
ployment in the mutuel or admission de. 
partments. We consider each case sepa. 
rately, and do not have any inflexible rules 

“As a matter of fact, I am inclined ty 
give a man the benefit of the doubt, and 
we always consult his immediate super. 
visor before taking any action. In the case 
of stable hands, we inform their employers 
of the circumstances and usually let them 
make the decision, if the record isn’t ob. 
viously bad. If a man is discharged for 
dishonesty, we take his identification card 
away from him, but if he is fired for jp. 
efficiency or insubordination, he is allowed 
to keep his card and find other employ. 
ment at a track, if anyone wants to hire 
him. 

“We have just received from Washington 
a report on a man who was convicted of 
violating the prohibition laws about 15 
years ago. We don’t consider such a con. 
viction a sign of moral turpitude, and | 
probably won’t even say anything about it 
to the man’s employer.” 

Madala, who served 15 years with the 
FBI, was with the TRPB from January to 
October, 1946, when he resigned to take 
up his present duties. His four key as. 
sistants also are former FBI agents, and 
with 1] other men form the nucleus of the 
track’s safety organization, which at Hia- 
leah includes about 100 men. The Ma. 


dala office is responsible for policing the 
stable area and supervising fire prevention 
measures, for controlling the admission 
department, guarding the mutuel plant, 
ejecting touts and bookmakers. and other 
similar duties.
